Washington, Feb. 7.— Conflict­ 
ing impressions are current at the 
capitol as to H erbert Hoover’s de­ 
sire with reference to the exten- 
nton for one year of the authority 
of the federal radio commission. 
The House committee has or­ 
dered 
a 
favorable 
report 
by 
unanimous vote on the proposal 
to extend for a year the present 
commission. 
It is reliably report­ 
ed that President elect Hoover 
thinks the whole radio problem 
should go back to 
the 
Depart­ 
ment of Commerce where it was 
originally. 
Mr. Hoover, on the other hand 
also has Indicated that to thru?/ 
a radio tangle at the new Secre­ 
tary of Commerce m ight be a ser­ 
ious strain and unless the person­ 
nel of the 
present 
commission 
could be taken over by the de­ 
partm ent completely, so as to ef­ 
fect a smooth transition he would 
he inclined to let m atters rest as 
they are. 
Compronil.se In Effect. 
The present arrangem ent Is a 
compromise. 
It 
was 
intended 
that for a year or two the com­ 
mission should bo a tribunal of 
direct Jurisdiction and 
then 
it 
could be an appeal board. 
The 
question now is whether the De­ 
partm ent of Commerce is ready 
to take ’direct supervision with, 
of course, the commission as a 
court of appeal. 
Some of the members of the 
commission have resigned and it 
is hardly likely 
that 
President 
Cool Alee wff/ aueufpi 
to 
se?*u 
mimes to the Senate unless it Is 
clear what congress Is going to 
do. 
And lf Congress doesn't act 
until the closing days of the ses­ 
sion it will he left to Mr. Hoo­ 
ver to make the 
new 
appoint­ 
ments which in the 
end 
might 
am ount to the same 
thing 
as 
having the whole thing placed in 
the department of commerce. Few 
men are going to he willing to 
accept appointment for a year if 
it is known that the commission's 
work will be taken over by the 
Department of Commerce imme­ 
diately thereafter. 
Hoover Im Silent. 
Mr. Hoover has it in his power 
to straighten out the tangle and 
indicate directly to Congression­ 
al leaders what he wants 
done 
about It. 
Those who have 
con­ 
sulted him find *a disinclination 
on his part to interfere though he 
concedes that the present situa­ 
tion is unsatisfactory and that he 
would much prefer to have radio 
administrated by the Department 
of Commerce as 
he 
originally 
suggested. 


Seek Relief For 
Over Burdened

Relief tor overburdened

Governor Green 
declared

will ask for an appropriation to 
permit consolidation of about 
75 
districts where taxes are so high 
they are almost confiscatory. He 
also indicated he will support a 
proposed constitutional 
am end­ 
ment to provide distribution 
of 
part of the primary school 
fund 
solely to poorer districts. 
Pleas for even 
greater 
state 
aid came 
from 
other 
courses. 
The Michigan association of 
su­ 
pervisors. following a declaration 
by W ebster H. Pearce, 
superin­ 
tendent 
of 
public 
in8tuction, 
adopted 
a 
resolution 
urging 
equalization of school taxes. 
Pearce asserted the levy rang­ 
es from 
nothing 
in 
districts 
which receive more primary fund 
money than they spend, to more 
than $60, per $1,000 of 
valua­ 
tion. He declared education Is a 
state problem. 
If the tax was 
equalized the rate would average 
about $9.

Concentrating on state affairs, 
the bureau delegates readily en­ 
dorsed 
resolutions 
expressing 
strenuous opposition to any form 
,of 
tax for a state build­ 
i n g ' prugrahi. the immediate pass­ 
age of legislation to aid so-called 
Doorer school districts, and a di­ 
version of the 
gasoline 
tax 
to 
counties for township 
and 
post 
roads. 
I>eft over as an issue from last 
year, the income tax measure wa- 
the only resolution not approved 
t o d a y . 
Although 
discussion 
brought out the sanction of a ma­ 
jority of the delegates, the issue 
was put over to the Friday calen­ 
dar when a strong minority bloc 
opposed the governor’s plan. 
A charge that truck operators 
are evading payment of the gaso­ 
line tax was made upon the con­ 
vention floor. 
Possibility of legis­ 
lative investigation was indicated 
when Representative John Good- 
wine, of Sanilac, county, 
asked 
that a substantiation of the charge 
be presented bureau officers. 
Op­ 
erators, it was said, were carrying 
reserve 
gasoline 
supplies 
from 
other states before entering Mich­ 
igan. 
Ask Farm Relief 
The delegates supported in a 
resolution the state veterinarian 
in his fight for a $250,000 appro­ 
priation for tile state bovine tuber­ 
culosis campaign in the face of a 
50 per cent slash by the adminis­ 
tration appropriation. 
They ap- 
nroved a repeal of Michigan corn 
borer regulations if congress fails 
to provide 
an 
appropriation to 
compensate farmers. 
The Hoover administration was 
asked to take 
early 
action 
on 
farm relief, witli emphasis on am­ 
ple care of surplus crops. 
The federal radio commission 
should rescind its order limiting 
the power and time of s t a t e col­ 
lege station WKAR, a resolution 
said.

GREEN OFFERS 
ANOTHER PLAN 
FOR TAXATION

SUBMITS PROPOSAL 
TO LAWMAKERS

Lansing, Mich., Feb. 7— (ZP)— 
Governor Fred W. Green 
today 
offered the legislature an alter­ 
native proposal for financing 
in­ 
stitutional 
improvements, 
em ­ 
bracing a permanent state income 
tax and abolition 
of 
the 
state 
corporation tax and the personal 
property tax. 
He said it will have as 
com­ 
plete, and perhaps more enthusi­ 
astic, adm inistration support 
as 
his original plan for a four year 
levy at the rate of 5 per cent 
of 
federal 
Income 
tax 
pay­ 
ments. 
The governor laid his proposal 
before a Joint 
meeting 
of 
the 
house and senate 
finance 
com­ 
mittees. As he has since the need 
of improvements was urged, the 
governor, declared the money for 
improvements must 
come 
from 
new sources and not from proper­ 
ty. 
The income tax is the logi­ 
cal way of producing it, he con­ 
tended. 
Abolish Two Taxes 
He scored the corporation tax 
as unjust and discriminatory. He 
declared when it 
was 
adopted 
there was an understanding that 
it would be only temporary. It Is 
placing a burden upon small cor­ 
porations. he asserted. 
The personal property 
tax 
is 
levied only against corporations, 
banks and large businesses where 
the value Is In sight, he stated. 
Both levies, he believed, should 
be wiped out and be replaced by 
a permanent income tax. 
With abolition of the 
corpor­ 
ation tax, 
which 
produces 
be­ 
tween $6,000,000 
and 
$7,000,- 
000 a year, and 
the 
personal 
nroperty tax. which yields around 
$3,000,000, the proposed income 
tax would have to raise at least 
$14,000,000 a year until the In­ 
stitutions are improved. It would 
take $10,000,000 annually to re­ 
place the repealed levies, and at 
least $4,000,000 
would 
be 
re­ 
quired 
for 
improvements. 
The 
latter figure probably would be 
nearer $5,000,000. the 
governor 
estimated. He thought 
the 
im­ 
provement 
program 
could 
be 
completed for perhaps 
$20,000,- 
0 00 . 
Would Have Vote 
At the expiration of the build­ 
ing program 
the 
income 
rate 
could lie reduced, or the property 
tax cut, he said. 
The administration 
will 
ac­ 
cept either the new proposal or 
the original, which contemplated 
the four year, quasi income tax 
plan, tho governor indicated. Ile 
emphasized that he is opposed to 
any move to raise money for im­ 
provements by increasing the di­ 
rect property tax. 
“ If the legislature initiates 
an 
income tax plan the governor in­ 
sists it should he approved by the 
people." he told the committees. 
“ It should be voted upon. While 
it may be possible to pass an in­ 
come tax law without a consti­ 
tutional amendment, 
I 
believe 
the amendment should he 
made 
and the people 
should 
have 
a 
chance to vote upon the proposal. 
in view of the fact 
they

Washington. Feb. 7—(ZP)—Major 
General Wendell C. Neville, com­ 
mander of the marine corps base 
at Quantico, was nominated today 
by Preeident Coolidge to succeed 
Major General John A. Lejuene as 
commandant of the marine corps. 
The senate must 
confirm 
the 
nomination. The ofllee will become 
vacant March 5, when General Le- 
Jeune’s term expires. 
General Neville served with dis­ 
tinction In the American Expedi­ 
tionary Forces in France during 
the World war. 
He commanded 
the Fifth regiment of marines In 
the Verdun and Chateau Thierry 
sectors, and led the Fourth marine 
brigade in the subsequent opera­ 
tions about Soissons, the Marbach 
section, St. Mihiel, the Champagne 
and the Meuse-Argonne. 
After the 
armistice he participated in the 
March to the Rhine by the Army 


of Occupation and aided in taking 
over the Coblenz bridgehead. 
For this service he was awarded 
both the Army and Navy Distin­ 
guished Service Medals, received 
the Croix de Guerre 
with 
four 
palms and two stars and was dec­ 
orated with the French Legion of 
Honor. 
After returning from France the 
general became assistant to the 
commandant of the marine corps, 
remaining 
in 
Washington 
until 
August, 1923, when he was assigned 
to command the department of the 
Pacific at San Francisco. 
In May, 
1927, ho was appointed commander 
of the marine base at Quantico. 


He was made brigadier general 
la March, 1920, with temporary 
rank as major general. The h'gher 
rank was made permanent in De­ 
cember, 1923.

MORE RIOTING 
IN INDIAN CITY 


Five Days of Disorder Re­ 
sult in Many Casual­ 
ties in Bombay 


Bombay, India, Feb. 7— (ZP)— 
Bombay today experienced its fifth 
successive day of riots between 
Hindus and Moslem Pathans. 
To­ 
night military reinforcements had 
arrived and a meeting of citizen 
guards assembled to support tile 
efforts of authorities to restore 
order. 
Casualties today exceeded eigh­ 
ty. 
Most of them were Hindus, 
seven of whom were wounded by 
bullets when troops fired on a 
mob. 
The Pathans, who are a warlike 
Afghan race, 
threy 
away 
their 
clubs today and used knives and 
daggers. 
One Pathan, attacked 
in a bazaar, killed four Hindus 
and wounded several others by 
expert use of his knife. 
Late this afternoon a band of 
Pathans returning from the docks 
attacked a Hindu m erchant who 
was seated In front of his shop. 
As they stabbed him to death the 
owner of the next shop closed his 
shutters but the Pathans forced 
an entry and killed 
the 
second 
m erchant and 
also 
the 
latterV 
«on. 
They looted the shops and then 
ran down the street spreading ter 
ror among other Hindus. A crowd 
of the latter joined police und sol­ 
diers In pursuit of the Patham 
but the m urderers escaped. 


NORTHCOTT IS 
FOUNDCIIILTY 


Canadian Youth to Pay 
for Murders of Boys 
With His Own Life 


Riverside, Cal., Feb. 7—(ZP)—A 
Jury which had been deliberating 
the fate of Gordon Stewart North- 
cott. charged with the killing of 
three youths at his Wingville ranch, 
returned a verdict of murder in 
the first degree tonigiit after it had 
been out three hours. 
The verdict 
carried with It the death penalty. 
The Jurymen 
found 
Northcott 
guilty sr charged in the indictment 
on all three counts against him— 
the slaying of Neleou Winslow, of 
Lewis Wiuslow and an unidenti­ 
fied Mexican boy. 


Thanks Jury. 


Judge George R. Freeman asked 
Northcott if he wished to poll the 
Jury. 
“A poll is entirely unneces­ 
sary, your honor.” Northcott said, 
rising calmly to his feet and speak 
ing in an unquavering voice. 
“I wish to thank tile jury.” he 
^aid a moment later, “for the a tu a 
ion it has given me.” 
The young Canadian’s iron con­ 
trol amazed deputy sheriffs who 
had massed around him. 
North­ 
cott smiled at their apparent con­ 
cern. 
He called McKinley Camer­ 
on. Canadian banister, to him and 
asked: "How did I conduct my­ 
self?" 
Judge Freeman set Momlay at 
IO a. rn. for sentence. 
It is under­ 
stood Northcott will file an appeal. 
Investigation of murders alleged 
to have been committed by North­ 
cott was started 
September 
14, 
1928, when Sanford Clark, the 22- 
year-old Canadian’s nephew’, told a 
story of grave digging ami slaying 
on the isolated 
chicken 
ranch. 
C ark assorted lie had been kept 
tor two years a virtual prisoner on 
the farm. 
Woman Pleaded Guilty. 


Northcott and Mrs. Sarah Louisa 
Northcott, then supposed to be his 
mother, but now asserted by both 
to bo his grandmother, fled to Can­ 
ada. Mrs. Northcott, too, having 
been implicated in the murders 
There Mrs. Northcott was arrested 
on September 18, and Gordon Stew­ 
art the next day. 
Young North 
cott’s extradition to 
the 
Halted 
States was not accomplished until 
November 27, and Mrs. Northcott’s 
not until some time later. 
Just before the start of North- 
cott’s 
trial, 
Mrs. 
Sarah 
Ixiuisa 
Northcott pleaded guilty 
to 
the 
murder of the Collins boy and ac­ 
cepted a life term in prison. 
Sh* 
sought unsuccessfully to ussume re­ 
sponsibility for all the murders 
Irater, from her San Quentin cell, 
she endeavored to repudiate the 
entire confession.

WET AND DRY 
IN CLASH ON 
SENATE FLOOR 


SENATOR JANKOWSKI 
AND HOLSAPLE IN 
DISAGREEMENT 


I^ansing, Mich., Feb. 7— (ZP) - - 
An open closh, so heated thnt the 
participants came close to blows, 
took place on the floor of the sen­ 
ate today between Senator Cass 
J. Jankowski, ardent wet, of Ham ­ 
tramck, and the Rev. R. N. Hol- 
saple, superintendent of t lie Mich­ 
igan Anti-Saloon League. 
It was 
the climax of sharp differences be­ 
tween the two relative to pending 
legislation. 
An argum ent so heated that a 
sergeant at arm s was called took 
place on the floor of the senate. 
Shortly before the afternoon ses­ 
sion Holsaple approached Jankow ­ 
ski's desk to ask a question. J a n ­ 
kowski retorted: 
“ I do not care to answer your 
questions. 
Go away. 
You bother 
me." 
The dry superintendent lingered. 
Jankowski leaped to his feet and 
ordered Holsaple from the room. 
"Get out of her**, you big bum," 
Jankowski shouted. 
"You are a 
lobbyist. 
If I can't put you out I 
will get someone who can.” 
Heady to Run 
He beckoned to 
a 
bulky ser­ 
geant at arms. 
Holsaple left, Jankow’skl shout­ 
ing “ You big bum," after him and 
shaking his fist. 
Holsaple la a husky 200-pound­ 
er. 
Jankowski is about half his 
size. 
"I was all ready to run if he 
took a swing at me,” the senator 
said afterw ard. 
The clash was the culmination 
of a series of differences between 
the two. 
Jankowski sponsored a 
bill designed to give the attorney 
general authority to initiate crim ­ 
inal cases. 
One 
of It** purposes 
was to permit the attorney gener­ 
al to go over the head of prose­ 
cutors who refused to prosecute 
under the habitual crllmlnal sec­ 
tion. 
After introducing the mea­ 
sure, Jankowski 
suddenly 
w ith­ 
drew it. giving as his reason that 
he had found out "Holsaple is lob­ 
bying for it.” 
Would liar Holsaple 
A day or two 
ago 
Jankowski 
threatened to introduce a resolu­ 
tion barring Holsaple 
from 
the 
rostrum. 
Recently tile dry super­ 
intendent delivered the senate in­ 
vocation. 
“Tills was a violation 
of 
the 
rules," Jankowski averred. “There 
is a rule barring lobbyists from 
the 
floor 
during sessions. 
H ol­

Associates of John D. Rockefel­ 
ler, J., who is seeking to ouBt Col­ 
onel Robert W. Stewart as chair­ 
man of the board, claimed they had 
proxies for 51 per cent of the vot­ 
ing stock, but from the Stewart 
camp—in fact, from the colonel 
himself—came the reply that such 
churns gave him ‘‘no concern” and 
that the results of his own cam­ 
paign were most encouraging.

Rocke­ 
feller could not; he is in Egypt, but 
the cables are carrying his cam­ 
paign orders. 
Stewart was here,

“Need Votes”—Stewart. 
The first shot 
in today’s

from Winthrop W. Aldrich, an at­ 
torney, and members of the proxy 
committee conducting the Rocke­ 
feller battle, who said 51 per cent 
of the proxies had been obtained— 
six per cent more than those neces­ 
sary for victory. 
From George K. Bowden, the 
colonel’s New York representative, 
however, came a statement which 
said: “It is obvious that Mr. Aid- 
rich cannot be sure of what they 
have,” and from the colonel him­ 
self came another expression of 
confidence. 
“This fight is not going to be 
won by statements appealing for 
band-wagon support,” said Bowden. 
"It will be won by votes on March 
7.” 
Supplementing this, Stewart sup­ 
porters said they even had won to 
their side stockholders who former­ 
ly had offered their

to 
Rockefeller, 
whose 
request 
for 
Htewart’s resignation was prompted 
by the colonel’s testimony in the 
senate Teapot Dome investigation. 
The resignation was asked on the 
ground that Stewart’s 
testimony 
tended to weaken public confidence 
in the company but it was refused, 
although Rockefeller said the col­ 
onel had promised to withdraw at 
any time Rockefeller desired. Then 
the fight began.

Two Inventors to Work 
Together in Electrical 
Wizard’s Laboratory 


Fort Myers, Fla., Feb. 7—(/P)— 
Henry Ford, arriving for his winter 
vacation today, was so eager to see 
his old friends and former boss. 
Thomas A. Edison, that ho hasten­ 
ed from his train to walk two milos 
in twenty minutes direct to the 
Edison estate. 
Ford’s home is next door to the 
Edison estate, but instead of going

the

manufacturer 
turned in at the Edison gate, walk­ 
ed to the wizard’s new laboratory 
and without being announced, lean­ 
ed over the desk where the aged 
inventor was checking some rubber 
experiments.

"You are looking fine.’’ exclaimed 
Mr. Ford. "I think you look better 
than ever before.” 
Mr. Edison beamed his pleasure. 
an replied: “Why shouldn’t I look 
good 
I have plenty of work to do 
and that keeps me young. 
Why, 
you don't look so bad yourself.” 
Silent On His Work. 
After looking over 
the 
work 
bench, which Edison has installed 
for Ford’s labors in the laboratory, 
the two went out Into the sunshine, 
crossing the street to enter Edi­ 
son’s ten-acre rubber experimental 
tract Reporters were not permitted 
to follow urn tho old cronies roamed 
about the tract, stopping to inspect 
the plauts from which the electri­ 
cal genius hopes to find a domestic 
rubber supply for this country'.

An Aid to Commerce 
Chemistry, through 
synthetic 
processes, he 
pointed 
out, 
not 
only is the foundation of many 
industries and an important fac­ 
tor in the preservation of Nation­ 
al resources, hut is also playing 
a large part in the world domin 
of 
commerce 
which 
the 
United States 
enjoys. 
Metals, 
food, petroleum, explosives, rub­ 
ber, paper, paints, dyes and tex­ 
tiles are materially affected bv it. 
"Formerly,”

today, paper and wall hoards are 
made from them.

Rayon pow Is made 
from tree stalks, and there has 
been a rapidly growing hvbrid 
tree that promises to replace slow 
growing varieties of wood pule.

egg white beaten stiff. 
ti. Decorate as shown above.
